Claims 1-6,12-16 and 21-22 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Burrows. 

Burrows discloses a device for supplying water having at least one dispensing nozzle 18, a housing 16. a display shown in figure 
1 and a water treatment module 22. 

Claims 7-11, 17-20, 23-49 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Burrows. Burrows 
discloses the device substantially as claimed as described above. Burrows lacks the details of the display to convey a 
method of advertising. It is known in the art to provide differing visual displays for an advertising purpose in the area to be 
seen by a consumer. Burrows also lacks a boiling and condensing mechanism to purify the water. The reverse osmosis unit 
of Burrows is an art recognized equivalent mechanism for treating water and it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to substitute one for the other.
